PREACHER SUGGESTS 
SCHOOL BIBLE WORK 


Moral and Religious -Stand- 
ards of Teachers Should Be 
Raised, Says Waldron. 


Dr. J. Milton Waldron at Shiloh 
Paptist Church last night discussed the 
public school system and its relation 
to increase of crime, lawlessness and 
disregard of constituted authority. In 
an audience of 400, many public school 
teachers and officials, heard his plea for 
restoration of study of the Bible in the 
public school system, 

Moral and religious teaching, he said, 
should be put into the public schools 
by raising the moral and religious 
standard of teachers and by requiring 
that the Bible be studied in each grade 
and in the high schools. An hour of 
cCenominationalism weekly was urged in 
which school children of various sects 
and beliefs might be instructed by 
their own leaders, in school, or sent 
to adjacent churches for instruction. 

That religious teaching should be 
made a major subject of the school 
curriculum was advocated, the speaker 
scouting the possibility of making 
spiritually minded people by science 
and mental training alone. “The Bible,” 
he said, “‘can be restored to our public 
schools without making them sectarian 
or distinctly religious institutions.” 


World War Pigeons 


Still in U. S. Service 


Pigeons used by the A. E. F. on the 
French front during the war to carry 
messages for the United States Army 
are still in the service of their country, 
a Survey of the Army’s pigeon lofts re- 
veals. The survey was made in order 
to obtain information requested by the 
Canadian government that it might 
follow the American system in estab- 
lishing a pigeon service within its 
army. .

MAINTENANCE OF YARDS 
IS HELD UNWARRANTED 


Representative Says Destroy- 
ers “Now Rotting” Should 
Be Put Into Service. 


Hot Springs, Ark.,” Sept. 25 (A.P.).— 
Representative J. V. McClintic, of 
Oklahoma, ranking Democratic mem- 
ber of the House naval affairs commit- 
tee, issued a statement here today up- 
holding charges recently made by Rear 
Admiral Thomas P. Magruder, in an 


article published in the Saturday Eve- 


ning Post, urging naval economy. 

Mr. McClintoc, who has been four- 
teen years in the House and who took 
an active part in the aircraft inquiry 
centering around Col. William Mitchell, 
giving his, support to the “Stormy 
Petrel” of the Air Service, was quoted 
as saying that every member of the 
naval affairs committee knew the 
charges made by Admiral Magruder 
were true, and that while the state- 
ments might result in the officer being 
disciplined, they could not be success- 
fully refuted. 

“Admiral Magruder’s 
published in the Saturday Evening 
Post, relating to the inefficiency of 
the United States Navy, hits the nail 
on the head when it comes to diagnos- 
ing some of the evils which are gradu- 
ally undermining the morale of the 
Navy,” Mr. McClintoc said. 


Cost Declared Unwarranted. 


“The enormous cost of maintaining 
the seven navy yards on the East Coast 
is not warranted, and at least half. of 
them should be abolished. However, 
this will hardly be possible as long as 
each congression~1 district having such 
a yard has a member of Congress as- 
signed to the naval affairs committee. 

“Admiral Magruder’s reference to the 
excessive number of officers and those 
stationed on land is timely and very 
important. There are available plenty 
of officers to man our idle destroyers, 
which are probably the most efficient 
type of ships in the Navy. 

“At present these are berthed in 
great numbers at Philadelphia and San 
Diego, rotting and rusting because of 
hnonuse. During the World War, be- 
fore aircraft had reached any degree 
of efficiency, our battleships were 
parked up the New York River until 
the time arrived to come out and wit- 
ness the surrender of the German fleet 
and be photographed. 

“It is very unlikely that this type of 
ship will ever be used in another war 
with a major nation, and therefore 
sufficient officers and énlisted men 
should be taken from this and other 
obsolete kinds of ships and given train- 
ing on destroyers, as this type of small, 
fast cruisers will be used should the 
Nation ever again be engaged in hos- 
tilities. 

“Admiral Magruder’s refegence to the 
various kinds of ‘overhead’ has only 
been a drop in the bucket. Investiga-

1,000 Pigs Are Kept 
on Hospital Area. 


Colored members of the _ citizens’ 
legislative advisory council, at the in- 
vitation of heads of Hillsdale and Gar- 
field Civic Associations, yesterday made 


a tour of inspection of Stickfoot Branch 
as it runs along Sheridan road south- 
east, and of a ravine which empties 
into it from a piggery at the Govern- 
ment Hospital for the Insane at Stan- 
ton and Sheridan roads. They con- 
cluded that a trunk sewer from this 
intersection to .Nichols avenue, ten 
blocks distant, is a pressing need of

Dr. George H. Richardson and George 
T. Beason, council members, were 
piloted by C. E. Howard and the Rev. 
C. B. Ashton, of the Hillsdale associa- 
tion, Beason making a dozen photo- 
graphs calculated to demonstrate the 
need of remedial measures. Samples 
of water from the branch were taken at

HUGE CHEMICAL THUST 
SEEN LOOMING ABROAD 


Germans and British Will 
Control World Market, 
Warning to U. S. 


COULD DICTATE PRICES 


New York, Sept. 25 (A.P).—A warns 
ing to American industry of the ris- 
ing importance of German and British 
chemical interests in world markets is 
sounded in the current issue of Indus- 
trial and Engineering Chemistry, offi- 
cial organ of the American Chemical 
Society. 


The magazine reports the incorpora- § 
tion of a German chemical cartel, the 
Interessengemeinschaft, and an in- 
creasingly friendly spirit between Brit- 
ish and German chemical manufac- 
turers who are said to contemplate far- 
reaching consolidation aimed to form 
a virtual European chemical trust. The 
Interessengemeinschaft is reported to 
have acquired property in the Louisl- 
ana natural gas fields. 

“Notwithstanding denials that have 
been made, the. preponderance of evi- 
dence reaching us indicates progress 
between the chemical manufacturers of 
Great Britain and the cartels of Ger- 
many,” says the Journal, “in their ef- 
forts.to effect a consolidation of inter- 
ests that can overwhelm any other 
group in the world, with the possible 
exception of the United States.” 

Continuing to outline the effect of 
such mergers, the magazine says: 

“When a single organization is ca- 
pable of producing more than 35 per 
cent of the world’s needs, it is evi- 
dent that through such _ production 
may come dictation in world markets, 
and, if the power is so used, a con- 
tinued threat in domestic markets as 
well,” 

After summarizing the possible re- 
sults of the consolidations said to be 
planned, the magazine asserts that 
press comment in Britain has indi- 
cated belief that now * * * the 
chemical industry of Europe is pre- 
pared once more to gather to itself 
the markets of the world.”

Public Sentiment Noted. 


Officials pointed to the public senti- 
meht prevailing at present against haz- 
ardous flying over sea. Then, it was 
pointed out, a Fokker plane costs a 
great deal, and there is danger of los- 
ing it in a flight that would be of no 
significance. 

And besides, the Navy Department be- 
lieves sea flying is for sea planes, where- 
as the Fokker plane is a land plane. 
The disasters this year are regarded by 
the Navy Department merely as con- 
firmation of the wisdom of its policy.

Session Aimed to Restore 
Old Individuality. 


DYEING LOCKS DEFENDED 


Vienna, Austria, Sept. 25 (A.P.).— 
Master hairdressers and bobbed hair 
specialists from 54 countries, including 
300 from the United States, assembled 
today in Emperor Francis Joseph's 
palace to protest against the present 
sterotyped style of bobbed hair as worn 
by American and European women and 
to discuss means of restoring distinc- 
tive individuality to each woman pre- 
ferring this mode of hairdress, 

This, Rudolf Schiff, the chairman, 


asserted could be accomplished only by 
resorting to artificial methods, such as 
curling, waving, undulating, dyeing and 
adding artificial locks. and tresses 
harmonizing with the particular style of 
features, contour of face and mode of 
dress. 

Nearly half the delegates are women. 
The convention has attracted thou- 
sands of visitors from all over Europe. 
A feature today was an elaborate pro- 
cession of 300 women of all nationali- 
ties, illustrating the styles of hair- 
dress, clothing and jewelry of all ages 
from earliest Babylonian and Egyptian 
tithes to the present day. 

Chairman Schiff asserted that bobbed 
hair did not originate in the United 
States, as popularly supposed, but was 
the product of Russian wemen nihil- 
ists, who, in carrying out their hazard- 
ous work in Russia a half century ago, 
contrived to make themselves look like 


|! men so as to divert suspicion of the 
| secret police. 


Bobbed hair was the 
main feature of their disguise. Mr. 
Schiff, who is president of the Na- 
tional Association of Hairdressers of 
Austria, said that bobbed hair, despite 
the present slight reaction against it, 
had come to stay. 

‘It is not only practical, hygienic 
and comfortable,” he added, “but pro- 
motes the mental and physical wel- 
fare of woman.”

Ogden, Utah, Sept. 25.—Al Smith’s 
nomination is contemplated with mixed

SEES DEAD DISHONORED 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
Paris, Sept. 25.—Speaking today at 


the dedication of the monument at 
Livron, in the Pyrenees, to Sergt. Berns- 
Cambot, hero of the Riffian attack at 
the French outpost of Bibane, Louis 
Barthou, minister of justice, brought 


forth the French government's re- 
sponse to President Paul von Hinden- 
burg’s denial of Germany’s war guilt in 
his Tannenburg address. He said France 
would stick to its contention that Ger- 
many alone was responsible for the war, 
but that France was willing to forget, 
with silence on both sides of the Rhine 
as the only price of this forgetfulness. 

“There are denials which history does 
not accept and no matter whose mouth 
they come from, carry no weight 
against facts, documents and dates,” 
M. Barthou said. “The results of the 
war, still so close to us, speak too 
loudly for any solemn but maladroit 
denial to destroy irrefutable evidence. 

“Germany, in 1914, did not have clean 
hands. After having suffered the cruel- 
ties it inflicted we are not willing to 
let Germany dishonor our dead who 
fell to defend soil invaded, occupied 
and devastated in the spirit of con- 
quest. 

“France wants peace, as the sacri- 
fices it already has consented to indl- 
cate. But we could not, without a 
humiliating abdication of our national 
conscience, sacrifice the truth.”

Shanghai, Sept. 25.—Gen. Chiang Kai- 
Shek, former leader of the nationalistic 
armies and conqueror of more than half

This 
is a cowardly thing, since my enemies 
have tried to hurt me through Miss Mei 
Ling Soong, whom I hope to marry 
shortly.” 

Gen. Chiang suddenly returned 
Shanghai yesterday from Chekiang 
province. With reference to his love 
affair with Miss Soong, Wellesley grad~ 
uate, which apparently is dwarfing Gen. 
Chiang’s interest in things political, he 
said he will proceed to Kobe, Japan, 
immediately in order to interview Miss 
Soong’s mother at a Japanese health 
resort, and in the event that her con- 
Sent is obtained, Gen. Chiang and Miss 
Soong will be married immediately, 
proceeding to Washingtdén, where he 
is expected to live for a year to study 
American Government, finance and 
military organization. Then he will 
proceed to Europe for a similar pur- 
pose and later will return to China. 

Miss Soong also said today that she 
hoped her mother would grant consent 
so that the marriage would be possible, 
enabling her to return to the United 
States and renew school acquaintances,

OOSEVELT LUCK they called it, when March 4, 1905, 
dawned clear and beautiful, for the weather is most im- 
portant upon that auspicious day, and the most impressive 
inauguration may be marred by it.

Almost two 
hundred White House functions were scheduled during the seven 
years of the Roosevelt administration. An unusual number of 
distinguished foreigners visited our shores—Prince Henry of Prussia, 
members of the Rochambeau and Lafayette families came from 
France, the Crown Prince of Siam, a Chinese notable and a relative 
of the Japanese Mikado—all were entertained at the Executive 
Mansion. And there was romance, too—when Miss Alice Roose- 
velt plighted her troth to Representative Longworth, of Ohio. 
Their wedding took place in the historic Blue Room and was the 
culmination of a romance in which all America was interested.

Auto Output Continues to 
Sag; Little Change in Oil;

New York, Sept. 25 (Associated Press). 
Although a picking up was recorded by 
some lines of trade, the marked expan- 
sion of general business widely pre- 
dicted for September again failed to 
materialize last week. Nevertheless, 
disappointing surveys of the commercial 
situation created no widespread pessli- 
mism, most commentators preferring to 
believe that the acceleration of autumn 
business had only been delayed. 

Such a view was taken by the steel 
industry, which went through a week of 
lessening activity instead of the ex- 
pected forging ahead. It was believed 
in the trade, however, that growing de- 
mand for steel products was just around 
the corner. The automotive industry 
was watched hopefully in the beliet 
that settlement of the uncertainty cre- 
ated by the prospect of new models 
would result in a rush of buying, and 
imminent orders for railroad steel were 
cited as pointing to an increase in op- 


erations in the near future. Steel prices 
were little above the year’s low level. . 


Shrinkage in Freight Loadings. 


Loadings of revenue freight in the 
first week of the month were reported 
well below last year’s figures, and below 
the million-car mark for the first time 
in a month or more. Disappointment 
over this relatively poor showing was 
somewhat relieved, however, by consid- 
eration of the fact that observance of 
Labor Day cut short the activity of that 
week, 

Motor car production and sales con- 
tinued to sag. The output of automo- 
biles in August, while gaining a little 
over the previous month, was well be- 
low last year’s figures, and the fallure 
of a leading maker to bring his new 
model into the market continued to 
create some disappointment. The rub- 
ber industry showed some improvement 

The petroleum trade again looked 
with satisfaction on declining crude oil 
production, although there were a few 
expressions of misgiving lest trouble 
arise in some of the new fields in the 
Texas area. Crude oil and gasoline 
prices remained relatively unchanged. 


Lumber Outlook Healthy. 


The lumber industry presented a 
healthy aspect, with production, par- 
ticularly in the soft-wood division, 
comparing well with last year. Furni- 
ture manufacturers were active in the 
lumber market, although the furniture 
trade was reported as somewhat irregu- 
lar. 

Cotton picking and ginning was in 
progress throughout the belt and the 
census report of ginnings to Septem- 
ber 16 showed tonnage considerably 
greater than had been expected. This

IMPORTANT NEW ISSUES 


New York, Sept. 25 (Associated Press). 
The bond market last week was a quiet 
affair. but with moments of consid- 
erable interest. Prices continued to 
move in a line almost horizontal, in 
many instances at or just short of their 
best prices of the year. Although 
money conditions showed little change, 
there were evidences that some holders 
of mortgages were more willing than 
formerly to relinquish their high grade 
bonds at current top figures, and with 
demand still brisk, the appearance of 
larger offerings resulted in an expand- 
ing volume of business. 

In this readiness with which buyers 
and sellers reached agreement at the 
peak price levels, some observers saw 
intimations of a difference of opinion 
regarding the money situation. Those 
willing to sell, after having clung close- 
ly to their holdings through most of 
the summer, may have begun to won- 
der if a tightening of rates is probable 
in the near future, as a result of quick- 
ening of fall business demand for 
funds. 

Bearing out such a supposition are 
a few developments, minor in them- 
selves, but in the aggregate carrying 
some weight. The view of bankers in 
Chicago, deemed as more or less rep- 
resentative of the Middle West, cer- 
tainly is worthy of close scrutiny; and 
the Western city’s resistance to the 
Federal Reserve Board’s lowering of the 
Chicago rediscount rate, as well as 
cautionary observations by such Chi- 
cago bankers as John J. Mitchell, have 
drawn attention to the possibility that 
the period of easy money may not go 
on indefintely. 

On the other hand the element rep- 
resented by traders eager to pay top 
prices for gilt-edged liens holds fast to 
the belief that the money market is 
supplied with ample reason for long 
continuance of easy interest rates. To 
bear out their contention, the enor- 
mous supplies of gold in reserve in this 
country are cited, and they are dis- 
posed to scout warnings that there is 
any likelihood that a flow of the metal 
from America to foreign markets, par- 
ticularly the French, may be expected 
to develop at any time. 

Meanwhile, the chief interest in the 
listed market again shifted from the 
semispeculative securities to the recog- 
nized investment issues. Bonds of many 
of the well regulated railroads, as well 
as of a few public utilities of recog- 
nized soundness, have held the center 
of the stage during the past week, 
clinging to their near-peak prices in 
the face of a growing supply. 

To be sure, the dearth of new offer- 
ings during the week was inducive to 
brisker business in the listed trade, and 
to firm prices. The week’s aggregate of 
new issues, approximately $73,000,000, 
fell far short of the $210,000,000 or so 
marketed in the previous week, and 
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them are.due to go on sale during the 
current week. 

Outstand! among these new loans 
is one of 830,000, to the state of 
Prussia, expected within a few days, 
and some $45,000,000 of the $70,000,000 
advance to Poland is scheduled for flo- 
tation in this country at no great dis- 
tance in the future. Also due soon, and 
probably this week, is a $12,000,000 issue 
for the Republic of Argentina, as well 
as a further substantial addition to the 
aggregate of public utility financing ar- 
ranged for this autumn. 

Sudden activity of Mexican bonds. 
following announcement that Dwight 
W. Morrow had been designated as am- 
bassador to the republic, was regarded 
as significant. Some of these issues 
jumped three and four points following 
the Washington announcement, which 
Was regarded as evidence that Wall 
street believed Mr. Morrow's appoint- 
‘ment a step in the direction of bring- 
ing about financial stabilization in 
Mexico. 


AUSOO-FRANCO DEBT 
PLAN AMUSES BRITISH 


Russia’s Credit Demand Ex- 


ceeding Bond Payment Offer 
Causes Suspicion. 


London, Sept. 25 (A.P.).—English 
governmental and banking circles are 
not taking very seriously the reports 
of the Russo-Franco debt agreement 
because of the complications of Rus- 
sia’s demands for loans or credits, with 
her offer to agree to pay French 
holders of Russian bonds. 

This proposal recalls the offer made 
by George Tchitcherin, the Soviet for- 
eign minister, at the Genoa confer- 
ence, which was wrecked by the Rapallo 
Treaty, and signed unexpectedly by the. 
Russians and Germans, while the allied 


powers under the leadership of former 
Premier Lloyd George were endeavoring 
to reach some agreement with the 
Soviet representative. 

The fact that Russia insists on 
credits aggregating $120,000,000 during 
the first six years, while her payments 
to French bondholders for the same 
perlod would be only $72,000,0000, im- 
presses British financial writers as 
“tragic-comic.” 

The Sunday Obsefver says: “If Mos- 
cow sincerely had adopted tactics of 
the Dawes plan instead of seeking 
negotiations as a thinly veiled pretext 
for seeking a loan, some serious pros- 
pect might emerge of renewed negotia- 
tions. There would, however, have to 
be no doubt of Russia’s businesslike 
intentions.” 

In spite of general suspicion in the 
British press concerning the genuine- 
ness of the Soviet offer to France, 
many financial writers agree that no 
British government would check a gen- 
uine move from Mosoow to effect a set- 
tlement of her debts with Great 
Britain.

Quality and quantity may make a dif- 
ference in the price, but the buyer knows that 
under similar circumstances, he will have t9 
pay no more than his neighbor. 

The situation abroad is directly the opposite. 
The housewife with her shopping basket goes 
out prepared to haggle over price and de- 
termined to drive a bargain. The one-price 
system obtains in only a few lines, 
usually the price the seller hopes to get and 
the one that he will take. Bargaining is an 
everyday commonplace in the lives of most 
Buropeans. It is only natural that the same 
methods should be followed in governmental 
affairs. 

It would, therefore, be only sound logic [fo1 
those who would have our tariff policy made 
subject to bargaining to work for the same 
situation in domestic matters. Why not a re- 
peal of the interstate commerce act which pre- 
vents railroads from granting rebates? Why 
not an end to the Federal Trade Commission, 
which sees to it that industry is protected from 
sharp practices calculated to drive some pro- 
ducers out of business? Why not a different 
price for every customer in the retail stores?

Vigorous prosecution of 
the offenders is promised when the case comes 
before Judge Thomas on Thursday, and the 
fact that ‘‘a mysterious explosion” occurred at 
the plant of another corporation in Arlington 
County last week, whereby one employe was 
killed and another man seriously burned, will 
be likely to persuade Judge Thomas that only 
through insistence upon strict and immediate 
compliance with the ordinance will the offend- 
ing companies be permitted to continue their 
operations.

PROHIBITION BONDS. 


Senator C. C, Dill, of Washington, an avowed 
prohibitionist, believes that the time has come 
to call a halt to unwarranted and illegal actions 
under the guise of prohibition enforcement. 
He has announced that he intends to press for 
iegislation in the next Congress placing all pro- 
hibition agents under bond, so that citizens 
whose rights have been violated may have some 
As matters stand now there is no 
redress in those instances where the life and 
property of citizens, held sacred in one part of 
the Constitution, are jeopardized through the 
powers claimed under the eighteenth amend- 


ment, 

The fact that officials in high command have 
warned enforcement officers to remain strictly 
within the letter of the law has not served to 
check abuses of the statutes. Interpretations 
of the law by the courts differ widely. Prac- 
tices permitted in one jurisdiction have been 
discountenanced in another. Regulations have 
been substituted for law. The result is that 
innocent persons have lost their lives. In- 
dividuals with no part in illegality have been 
shot. Property has been’ wantonly destroyed 
without due process oflaw. The situation calls 
for a remedy. 

The question has been raised whether men 


| could be obtained for the prohibition service if 
| they had to undergo the additional expense of 


making bond. It has also been suggested that 
the bonding companies might not care for the 
ousiness. As to the first query, there is the testi- 
mony of John W. H. Crim, former United 
States district attorney, who charged recently 
that the graft which may be traced to prohibi- 
tion amounts to $25,000,000 a day. There 
should be no question of expense in connection 
with a venture so profitable. As for the eligi- 
bility of prohibition agents for bond, the com- 
panies doing such business might, through 
their investigations, be of much assistance to 
Assistant Secretary Lowman in his expressed 
desire to rid the service of undesirables. 


THE RESERVE BOARD, 


The appointment of Roy A. Young to the 


Federal Reserve Board may.do much to prevent

a member of the Minneapolis regional bank.

There:is much more to the Federal Reserve 
system and its success than: the difference of 
opinion between the central authority and the 
member banks. International considerations 
will have to be weighed in many acts of a 
financial: nature. Dual points of view must 
be accepted and an attempt made to reconcile 
them. If this can be accomplished through the 
appointment of Mr, Young, the necessity of 
congressional tinkering with the act governing 
the reserve system may be avoided, That in 
itself would be a real benefit. 


ROVING TRAFFIC SQUAD, 


So successful has been the campaign against 
petty traffic regulation violators that Maj. 
Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of police, has 
organized a permanent roving squad of.ten 
bicyclé patrolmen to carry on a similar cam- 
paign permanently. Recruited from the various 
precincts, the squad has been attached to the 
traffic bureau and will operate directly under 
the inspector in charge. 

The spasmodic drives against traffic of- 
fenders in the past have not been sufficient 
to keep the situation under control. During 
a clean-up period, the streets were usually 
made safe. As soon as vigilance was relaxed 
word immediately got around to motorists, and 
within. a comparatively ‘brief time conditions 
were as bad as they had been before the cam- 
paign had been undertaken. -Violation of the 
more or less minor ordinances had become so 
widespread that they gave promise of being 
a major source of trouble. Thecrusade against 
them, undertaken by the Police Department a 
week ago, came just in time. 

The situation has been cleaned up as a result 
of the campaign, but had it been abandoned, 
there is every reason to believe that within 
another week or so violatious again would 
have become widespread. With a permanent 


roving squad, it is probable that repetition of | 
: the old story can be avoided. Ten policemen 
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on. bicycles can cover much territory. The 
motorist would do well to realize that because 
in the past he has shown no willingness to 
obey the laws designed for his own protection, 
the eyes of the police force will be everywhere, 
eternally watching to spot violators. 


NATIONAL POLICE TRAINING SCHOOL. 


The rifle and pistol ranges at Camp Perry, 
Ohio, were originally intended for the training 
in the use of firearms of soldiers of the United 
States Army. But during the past few years, 
through the courtesy of the War Department, 
they have been made available for the training 
of policemen from all sections of the United 
States. Further, the Army has supplied in- 
structors, to the great benefit of the students 
in the art of hitting the mark. This year 
among other cities represented on the ranges 
were Los Angeles, Toledo, Detroit, St. Louis, 
New York, Portland, Oreg.; Chicago, Spring- 
field and Dayton. 

The training, however, is not confined to 
the use of firearms. Instead, the ‘“curricu- 
lum” has been extended to embrace about 
everything in the way of knowledge essential 
to the proper and efficient performance of the 
duties devolving upon the guardians of the 
peace. Jiujitsu, or the Japanese bone-break- 
ing hold, is taught the policemen, and they 
also learn not only how to administer the con- 
vincing but harmless “‘tear gas,’ but how to 
avoid succumbing to the desire to shed co- 
4 eran tears while administering it where needed, 

They learn how to adjust the gas mask with 
the greatest celerity and how best to attack a 
band or bandits or a mob of holdup men, 

However, pistol training is the prime object 
of the Army teachers. Animated dummies 
are used for this purpose. These dummies 
move over a course of 25 yards in 6 seconds, 
and the “‘cop”’ who can land six hits from his 
automatic in the course of that short journey 
is regarded as entitled to a diploma. 

Altogether, the Camp Perry School for Po- 
lice Training is filling the proverbial “‘long-felt 
want” for the policemen of the entire coun- 
try. It has proved an exceedingly valuable 
addition to the course of training in the home 
cities of the trainees, for, in addition to plenty 
of space with all elements of danger reduced 
to the mi um, the pupils have the advan- 
tage of instPuction by officers who are experts 
in the art of defense and attack. This year 
the courses have been so successful and so 
thorough in every detail that it is likely to 
attract squads of police from all over the 
country in.the future, as the advantages ob- 
tained become generally known. 3 


THE COAL STRIKE, 


From now on the pinch of the strike in the 
bituminous coal industry, if there is to be any, 
will be felt by the public. Six months have 
passed since the operators and union miners 
came to the end of their negotiations looking 
to a new wage scale. Many mines have shut 
down and production has been curtailed in 
other-union regions. Periodic efforts to reach 
an agreement between the Owners and the 
workers have been made, but failed in almost 
all instances. 

There is at the moment no famine or hint 
of famine. The stocks of coal on hand when 
last reported were normal for that season of 
the year. Nonunion production had apparently 
kept pace with the demand. The next few 
weeks may change this situation. This is the 
period in which winter coal purchases. center. 
The movement of coal during the summer 
months is never heavy. Existing stocks may 
soon be depleted, and put an entirely differ- 
ent face situation. open shop 
operators dispute this.. It is their contention 
that nonunion produetion at top speed can take 
care of all needs. 

._ If this last statement is correct, the situation 
in the union fields is only the more aggravated. 
Lacking the pressure of public demand the 
owners and the miners may continue in their 
deadlock. It is estimated that 170,000 union 
men have been thrown out of work. Hundreds 
of shafts have been closed down or have op- 
erated only at intervals and under difficulties. 
The result is an untold economic loss to the 
Nation. The miners may have been absorbed 
in other industries, but operators can not turn 
their coal mines to other uses. Inability of the 
two warring factions to agree may result in 
disruption of the United Mine Workers. A 
strike, which attracts no public notice and no 
public suffering, loses much of its power. Ke- 
fusal to work can not be carried on indefinitely.

COTTON MAY RISE AGALN. 


Every effort of the cotton growers through 
world-wide propaganda to induce women to 
wear cotton instead of silk or “rayon” 
stockings, in order to create a greater mar- 
ket for that portion of the cotton crop 
which the boll weevil neglects, has been 
futile. The Agricultural Department has com- 
piled a mass of statistics demonstrating be- 
yond doubt that if cotton bagging is substi- 
tuted for jute in covering bales, the result 
will be the consumption of many hundred 
thousand bales of the staple. Still there has 
been no immediate result. Cotton is still 
baled in jute fabric, and there is no boom in 
the cotton bag industry. 

A ray of hope for the future of the cotton 
planter has come from an entirely unexpected 
direction. 
have decreed that cotton shall replace velvet 
and silk as the ultrafashionable fabric for 
those who would be considered as among the 
elite of the earth. f 

“The velvet fashionable in Paris,” says an 
Associated Press dispatch, “is cotton. velvet, 
made in the Lancashire cotton district. Opera 
wraps, shawls, the new short coatees, and long 
coats are all being made in the richest shades 
of cotton velvet and lavishly embroidered in 
silver.and multicolored silks.”

The football season started last 
Saturday and behold—the dear old 
goal posts, the white-washed up- 
rights, had been transplanted ten 
yards back of and beyond the goal 
line. No more the silent guardians 
of that’sacred territory beyond, the 
dear old goal posts are stripped of 
their tradition, just useful markers 
to denote that the goal line is ten 
yards the way they are looking. 

One fell swoop of a rule-maker’s 
pen last winter qnd a tradition, a 
corner stone, and some of the sim- 
plicity of the game was wiped out. 
“The goal posts were ordered dug up 
and replanted ten yards behind the 
goal line to add to the difficulty of 
making the point after touchdown 
and the field goal and to avoid the 
danger of injury to players dumb 
enough to run into one of the 
uprights, 

Hiow, we ask you, how ts any 
team driven down the field by the 
impact of a traditional foe's rushes 
going to make the same old gallant, 
determined stand neath the 
shadows of its goal posts when the 
goal posts are ten vards behind the 
yoal line, beyond reach of the 
shadow’ 


How are the stalwarts of dear old 
Oshkosh going to withstand the as- 
saults of the hated Walla Walla or 
any other opponent under the goal 
posts when tie goal posts are ten 
beyond, with no especial 
nificance one way or the other? It 
ain't right and the rule depriving 
any football team of the moral pro- 
tection of its own goal posts is a 
dastardly rule that should have no 
place in a game where moral spirit 
and duty is uppermost. 

The rule necessitating the re- 
moval of the goal posts ten yards 
behind the goal line has robbed 
football of much of its interest 
from:a spectator’s viewpoint. The 
exact distance of the goal line is 
indefinite to a person viewing the 
game from the stands. There are 
no faithful goal posts to mark the 
sacred line that determines a 
touchdown. ‘Teams. may be fight- 
ing in the territory -~where inches 
are precious and the spectator can 
only speculate whether or not the 
goal line is in danger or is being 
successfully defended.

HE opening of Laurel on Tuesday, 
October 4, for its annual 23-day 
session will mark the advent of 

the autumn season of cross-country 
racing in Maryland. 

Andrew J. Cummings, president of 
the track, has made provision for the 
occasion by carding the Patuxent 
Steeplechase which will share feature 
honors with the $5,000 Capital Handi- 
cap on the inaugural program.

PEASANTS ASK TARIFF 
TO AID WHEAT GROWER 


News That New Tax Bill Is to 
Add Few New Burdens 
Brings Relief.

Paris, Sept. 25 (A.P.).— American 
banknotes are filling up the vaults of 
all the exchange houses of Paris in 
amazing quantities, sufficient to af- 
fect the international money market 
since the dollar has slipped on the 
bourse 3 or 4 centimes during the con- 
vention week of the American Legion. 


This has been attributed by financial 
observers to the influx of American 
cash and the consequent unusual buy- 
ing of francs. The French banks never 
have had so much United States cur- 
rency, not excepting the period of the 
World War, during which the American 
soldiers were paid in francs. 

The legionnaires brought over their 
spending money largely in rolls of bills 
without taking the trouble to purchase 
letters of credit. One bank alone has 
accumulated $25,000 of American money | 
in $1 and $2 bills.

That is the motif 
underlying the story unfolded at the 
Metropolitan Theater this week where 
in a film, titled, “The Country Doc- 
tor,” the country doctors of America 
are honored. 


And those who visit the Metropoli- 
tan this week will agree that those who 
conceived of the honor to the rural 
medico could not have selected a sub- 
ject more worthy of their considera- 
tion. 

The country doctor of America, that 
genial faced being whom neither storm 
hor tide could stop in dutiful minis- 
tration of his calling—peace be to his 
ashes—is fast disappearing. Time was 
when he and the sorrel mare, with 
medicine kit across her withers, or in 
the light gig shafting her, were an 
institution. He went when called, 
roused from warm bed or easy chair 
by fireside, no matter how stormy the 
night, how piercing and biting the 
cold, how lashing and furious the rain 
The earnest strong voice of some pro- 
tecting husband and father was suffi- 
cient to set him on his way fording 
streams and mounting snowdrifts. Now 
the telephone saves him many a trip;
